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College Frosh Challenges 


While the November 2 election 
ballot will list very few Repub- 
licans seeking Prince George’s 
County offices, the race for coun- 
ty councilmember from District 4, 
the district that includes Greenbelt, 
is an exception. County Council- 
member Ingrid Turner went un- 
challenged in her September bid 
for the Democratic Party nomina- 
tion for the District 4 council seat. 
In the November general election, 
however, a newcomer Republican 
office-seeker, Fiona Moodie, is 
challenging her. 

Moodie is so much a newcom- 
er that she only became eligible 
to vote in July when she turned 
18. In fact, she is too young to 
run for state office, which re- 
quires candidates to be 21 years 
of age. 

A resident of Bowie, Moodie 
is a recent high school graduate 
who is now taking classes at 
Anne Arundel Community Col- 


lege. As a teenager Moodie took 
an active interest in politics, being 
a member of the Maryland Teen- 
age Republicans. She also was 
active in 4-H from 2005 to 2009. 

By seeking the District 4 coun- 
cil seat, Moodie believes she is 
offering voters a choice and a 
fresh approach on election day. 
In this, she is joining with her 
mother, Margaret, who is seeking 
election to the Maryland Gen- 
eral Assembly from District 23-A 
(Bowie). 

Moodie says that she under- 
stands the issues that youth face 
and believes that youth unem- 
ployment is a major problem in 
the county that needs to be ad- 
dressed. 

Turner 

Four years ago, Ingrid Turner 
was a newcomer to county poli- 
tics when she first successfully

Fieldstone Acquires and Renames 
County Council Incumbent Empirian Village as Franklin Park

Fieldstone Properties, based 
in Parsippany, N.J., has acquired 
Greenbelt’s largest apartment 
complex. The 2,877-unit prop- 
erty, formerly known as Empirian 
Village and originally as Spring- 
hill Lake Apartments, will now 
be known as Franklin Park at 
Greenbelt Station. 

Fieldstone principal Joseph 
Kazarmovsky describes the name 
as a tribute to President Franklin 
Roosevelt’s role in the creation 
of Greenbelt. He says the new 
management is a “new deal” for 
the property. 

Five Fieldstone executives, 
including new property man- 
ager Debbie Dillon, introduced 
themselves to six members of 
the Greenbelt City Council (with 
Silke Pope absent) on Wednes- 
day, October 13. The meeting 
occurred in advance of the real 
estate closing, which took place 
on Friday, October 15. 

Maintenance Plans 

Just before the beginning of 
the October 13 meeting, Field- 
stone representatives presented a 
check for $78,650 from Empire 
American Holdings (previous 
owners of Empirian Village) to 
Greenbelt Planning and Commu- 
nity Development Director Celia

Craze. The check to the city 
settled all outstanding code vio- 
lation fines arising under Empire 
American ownership. 

Under an agreement with the 
city, Fieldstone will remedy all 
outstanding maintenance issues 
and code violations within 90 
days. Fieldstone will provide a 
timetable for addressing mainten- 
ance issues but the city insists 
that infestation and life safety 
issues be addressed within seven 
days of the real estate closing. 

It is expected that all back- 
logged maintenance requests will 


be answered in the period 10 to 
30 days after closing and that all 
violations identified in the annual 
inspection will be remedied with- 
in 90 days. The city granted a 
temporary occupancy permit for a 
period of 90 days only. A more 
permanent permit will not be is- 
sued until the city is satisfied that 
code violations are addressed. 
Fieldstone told council they 
will perform maintenance with 
in-house labor after new staff has 
been hired but during an initial

Two School Board Candidates 
Answer Questions at Forum

On the evening of October 
14, the Greenbelt City Council 
room was filled with Greenbel- 
ters and other county residents 
to hear from District 2 Board of 
Education candidates Mark Cook 
and Peggy Higgins. The forum 
sponsored by the Greenbelt Ad- 
visory Committee on Education 
(ACE), lasted nearly two hours 
with ACE Vice-Chair Alla Lake 
serving as moderator. 

School districts were reformu- 
lated this year to allow for nine 
single-member districts. Neither 
candidate is an incumbent. The 
new District 2 is made up of six 
municipalities — Greenbelt, Col- 
lege Park, Berwyn Heights, New 
Carrollton, Riverdale Park and 
Edmonston — plus surrounding 
unincorporated areas. 

Given this wide area, an in- 
triguing aspect of the election 1s 
that the two candidates both work 
for the City of College Park. 
Cook is in his second term as an 
elected member of the College 
Park City Council. Higgins, who 
lives in Greenbelt, is director of 
College Park’s Youth and Fam- 
ily Services, a sister program to 
Greenbelt CARES. 

The two are in accord on 
many issues but both point out 


the contrast in the experience 
each would bring to the board. 
Higgins stresses her 25 years of 
hands-on management work with 
county programs for children 
and families including working 
relationships with several schools. 
Cook highlights his experience 
as an elected official in making 
difficult decisions on budget and 
program priorities in challenging 
economic times. 
Opening Statements 

Peggy Higgins declared, “I 
know families and children.” 
By both living and working in 
the county, she is familiar with 
the issues faced by its children 
and families, has built many 
professional relationships, knows 
how the bureaucracy works and 
is responsible for a $1 million 
budget. 

Higgins has been endorsed by 
the entire Greenbelt City Council, 
she said, as well as by all mayors 
and many councilmembers from 
other municipalities in District 2. 
She is also supported by the state 
senator and delegates from both the 
21st and 22nd legislative districts, 
County Councilmember Ingrid 
Turner and the Prince George’s 
County Educators’ Association. 
She attributed this support to her 


reputation as a consensus-builder 
who can get things done. 

College Park resident Mark 
Cook said he was running for 
the board because as a father he 
wanted to assure that his own child 
and others have every educational 
opportunity. He said education is 
“the great equalizer” in our soci- 
ety and he wants to be sure that 
Prince George’s County fulfills 
its obligation to “its most im- 
portant asset, our children.” He 
spoke of the need to reduce class 
size and improve the quality of 
education so that parents rather 
than moving out of the area for 
better quality schools will want 
to move into Prince George’s 
County for its schools. 

Magnet, Charter Schools 

The first ACE question posed 
by Moderator Lake was wheth- 
er, given limited resources, the 
county has the right balance of 
magnet, charter and neighborhood 
schools. Cook said that Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School is a great 
asset as a magnet school but that 
magnets have not always received 
the ongoing, long-term support 
they need to develop and become 
successful.

“blitz” to attack the maintenance 
backlog, they will employ con- 
tractors. They expect to hold a 
job fair to hire new maintenance 
employees. 

The current maintenance voice- 
mail system will be discontinued 
with maintenance calls always an- 
swered by a live person. Emer- 
gency maintenance needs will 
be handled by on-site personnel 
“24/7.” Outside contractors will 
renovate empty apartments, they 
said, allowing Franklin Park 
maintenance personnel to con- 
centrate on maintenance requests. 
The new management expects to 
have all maintenance requests an- 
swered within 48 hours and most 
resolved within 24 hours. 

Franklin Park said that they 
will renovate apartments as they 
become empty and are read- 
ied for new tenants. Leasing 
advertisements provided at the 
meeting describe kitchens with 
energy-saving appliances, granite 
countertops and maple cabinets 
with under-cabinet lighting. Ad- 
vertisements promise that reno- 
vated bathrooms will have new 
bathtubs and vanities. 

The Fieldstone officials prom- 
ised council that burned-out 
apartment buildings and broken 
entrance door glass will be pri- 
orities. Kazarmovsky said no- 
body should have to live next to 
burned-out buildings surrounded 
by chain link fencing. He said 
broken glass entrance doors cre- 
ate a bad image: “Broken glass 
is a cancer on the property,” he 
said. 

The new owners also want to 
keep the entranceways enclosed 
for security and heating/cooling 
efficiency. They have terminated 
the earlier uncompleted program 
to remove entranceway doors. 
Because glass doors are vulner- 
able to breakage during tenant 
moves, metal doors with glass 
in the upper portions are being 
considered. 

Quick Action 

After the October 15 closing, 
Fieldstone took action quickly. 
Planning Director Craze reported 
that on Monday, October 18 she 
had been informed by Dillon that 
landscaping crews were already 
mowing and planting flowers. 

Exterminators were also work- 
ing at the property on Monday. 
And on the same day, Dillon met 
with current employees, all wear- 
ing new shirts with the project 
logo, to explain the company’s 
philosophy, including the expec- 
tation of respect and courtesy to 
all residents. 

Fieldstone’s Kazarmovsky em- 
phasized that background checks 
for prospective tenants will in- 
clude criminal background and 
poor credit history information. 
Current tenants with troubled 
histories in the complex will not 
have their leases renewed. 

Fieldstone emphasized that 
they are in the affordable hous- 
ing business, providing housing 
for “working families.” While 
renovations of apartments are 
planned as tenant vacancies oc- 
cur, Fieldstone indicated at the 
council meeting that rent will not 
be increased by large amounts. 
In a follow-up phone call, Dil- 
lon said that rent increases for 
renovated units would depend on 
floor plan but would be in the 
$175 to $225 range. 

Marketing Complex 

Franklin Park already has a 
contract issued under BRAC 
(“Base Realignment and Closure” 
program) to house approximately 


100 military families in reno- 
vated units. Management hopes 
to identify space for a recreation 
center dedicated to these military 
families. 

Franklin Park has also met 
with the University of Mary- 
land’s Graduate Student Housing 
department. They hope to have 
100 to 200 graduate students 
living there next semester, with 
an eventual goal of housing 400 
to 500 graduate students. The 
UMD shuttle bus has already 
changed its route, they said, 
to include several stops within 
the complex. The shuttle bus 
destination signs now announce 
“Franklin Park Greenbelt.” 

New management at Franklin 
Park also said they will market 
the apartments under a “pre- 
ferred employer” program, a term 
not defined at the meeting with 
council. 

Security Issues 

Fieldstone Properties expects 
to install additional security light- 
ing and security cameras through- 
out Franklin Park. However, 
management expects the tenant 
selection criteria to constitute the 
greatest tool for improved securi- 
ty. According to the presentation 
to council, Greenbelt Officer Tim 
White, stationed at the complex, 
has told the new management 
firm that probably 40 to 50 fami- 
lies are a problem and a magnet 
for other troublemakers. Field- 
stone will also insure that only 
people with leases are living on 
the property and that leases will 
not be renewed for tenants with 
a “troubled rental history.” 

Fieldstone asked about addi- 
tional police resources dedicated 
to the complex. Mayor Judith 
Davis explained that Empirian 
Village management has been 
contributing to the cost of the 
dedicated officer. The head of 
security for Beltway Plaza, pres- 
ent at the meeting, told council 
that Dillon was already coop- 
erating with his security forces. 
Among other efforts, they were 
collecting Beltway Plaza shop- 
ping carts that have made their 
way onto the property. The 
News Review has learned that 
Franklin Park management and 
the Greenbelt police department 
met on Wednesday, October 20 
to discuss security issues. 

Community Partnerships 

The new owners of Franklin 
Park stressed to the Greenbelt 
City Council that they viewed 
their relationship with the sur- 
rounding community as a part- 
nership and a community of 
interest. They do not want to 
have an adversarial relationship 
with the city and hope the city 
will work with them as they ad- 
dress maintenance issues. 

Kazarmovsky expressed the 
reality: “Every dollar spent on 
violations is a dollar not spent on 
the property.” 

As the meeting progressed, 
the initial skepticism of members 
of council seemed to change to 
a wary enthusiasm. Council- 
members encouraged the new 
management to make a priority 
of communication with residents. 
They described current problems, 
such as the condition of trash en- 
closures and the lack of recycling 
stations. They then went on to 
enumerate city services that could 
be tapped to assist the apartment 
complex. 

In describing plans for the 
complex, Fieldstone representa- 
tives said, “Don’t listen to what 
we say; watch what we do.” 


Fieldstone Properties, new 
owner of the old Empirian Viul- 
lage/ older Springhill Lake/new- 
ly christened Franklin Park at 
Greenbelt Station, “specializes 
in buying class B and C proper- 
ties and upgrading them with 
new kitchens, baths, roofs, paint 
and windows” This description 
by Fieldstone Properties acquisi- 
tion manager David Libman is 
quoted in the July 2006 issue 
of the trade journal Multifamily 
Executive Magazine. The jour- 
nal indicates the company works 
with pension funds that invest in 
multifamily property. 

At the October 13 meeting 
with council (see accompany- 
ing article), Fieldstone principal 
Joseph Kazarmovsky described 
the company’s success with the 
1,067-unit Mill Run apartment 
complex in Union, N.J., which 
he characterized as a “challeng- 
ing” community before its ac- 
quisition. Fieldstone “treated 
tenants as real people,” he said 
but initiated careful tenant selec- 
tion with criminal background 
and credit checks. Kazarmovsky 
said that crime within the Mill 
Run complex declined within 
18 months with careful tenant 
selection and enforcement of 
lease rules. 

While tenant reviews of Mill 
Run available on the website 
Wwww.apartmentratings.com are 
predominately negative, Union 
Assistant Township Manager 
Ronald Manzella had nothing but 
high praise for Fieldstone’s man- 
agement of Mill Run apartments. 
He described the complex, before 
Fieldstone’s ownership, as “prob- 
lematic.” Street level crime 
there had been allowed to dete- 
riorate under the previous own- 
ers. According to Manzella, the 
township had been initially skep- 
tical about Fieldstone ownership 
since a series of previous Owners 
had held the property for only 
short periods before “flipping” it 
for profit. But to the “surprise 
and great joy,” Manzella said 
the Fieldstone principals were 
“two of the most dedicated and 
hardworking individuals ever to 
come to our town.” Fieldstone 
provides “hands on” ownership, 
he said, empowering its employ- 
ees and creating a successful 
public/private partnership. 

Street level crime at Mill 
Run is down, according to the 
report, while the township previ- 
ously devoted inordinate police 
resources to the area. Now 
Mill Run only requires the same 
amount of police coverage as 
the rest of Union Township, he 
said. Manzella suggested that 
Greenbelt give the company two 
or three years. They will be 
amazed, he said, at what Field- 
stone accomplishes. 

In addition to praises from 
Union township government, 
the government mortgage en- 
tity Freddie Mac approved what 
Fieldstone’s Kazarmovsky de- 
scribed as the largest Freddie 
Mac-approved mortgage this 
year as part of the financing of 
Franklin Park. According to 
Kazarmovsky, Freddie Mac per- 
formed an extensive review of 
Fieldstone’s portfolio of proper- 
ties as part of the vetting pro- 
cess.

Higgins said she did not think 
the county had a good balance. 
She said the ultimate goal should 
be that everyone should have 
such confidence in the quality 
of the neighborhood school that 
there would be no pressure or 
need to go to a magnet or charter 
school. She said she has limited 
knowledge of charter schools but 
knows they are a viable option in 
providing choice for parents. 

Sibling Preference 

The next ACE question was 
whether younger siblings should 
receive priority admission to 
magnet schools. Higgins said 
to evaluate that she would need 
information on the impact of this 
policy on the availability of seats 
in the school: how many places 
would be left for other students? 
With that caveat, she said she 
saw benefit to having siblings 
together and academic advantages 
that could accrue, for example, in 
a language immersion program. 
Cook said he would support sib- 
lings going to the same school 
because parents want to assure 
that younger siblings have the 
same advantages as older sib- 
lings. Keeping children together 
enhances parental involvement 
and investment in the school, 
he said, as well as the school’s 
knowledge of the family. 

K-8 Schools 

Lake then asked the candidates’ 
opinions on schools containing 
kindergarten through Grade 8 
(K-8) under one roof. Both can- 
didates supported the K-8 mod- 
el. Cook said the time spent in 
middle school is too short to get 
to know the children. The K-8 
model would provide greater con- 
tinuity for both the children and 
the school. 

Higgins said she strongly sup- 
ported the K-8 model as an option 
and that middle schools in the 
county are not meeting adequate 
yearly progress expectations. At 
the same time, she noted that 
Greenbelt was looking forward to 
having a successful new middle 
school on which the county had 
just broken ground. Such op- 
portunities have to be included as 
part of the plan, she said. 

Given the agreement between 
the candidates, Lake asked how 
a broader implementation of K-8 
could be approached in a practical 
fashion in the current economic 
climate. Noting that the board 
must be creative in tough economic 
times, Higgins suggested that since 
lockers and gyms are a facilities 
requirement for K-8, it might be 
practical to target first the schools 
that have the capacity for those 
amenities. Cook responded that he 
would not want the physical layout 
of a school to drive the designation 
of K-8 and that the money could 
be found. He said, “We’re always 
saying we don’t have the money, 
[but] 1f we don’t start now, when 
do we start?” 

Community Involvement 

Lake asked where the candi- 
dates saw opportunities for more 
community involvement with the 
school system. Cook replied one 
problem is that the county has 
many young parents who lack 
the skills to shepherd their chil- 
dren through the school system. 
He suggested the school system 
sponsor classes to teach parent- 
ing skills. Higgins said that this 
issue was what had made her de- 
cide to run for the board because 
she thought it was critical that the 
schools engage the community in 
a partnership. She described one 
action College Park had taken 


through her department which 
Started parenting groups among 
the city’s growing Hispanic popu- 
lation; those parents have become 
actively involved in improving 
safety in the schools. Higgins 
also suggested possibilities for 
greater involvement of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland and the busi- 
ness community. 

Board-Teacher Relations 

Lake then opened the ques- 
tions to the floor. Mayor Judith 
Davis said that as a former teach- 
er she would like to know how 
the candidates would, as board 
members, reach out to teachers to 
better understand their viewpoints. 
Higgins commented that since she 
had received the endorsement of 
the teachers’ union, she hoped 
that their expectation is that she 
would be someone with whom 
they could work. She added that 
she would work through the area 
superintendents to meet principals 
and attend PTA meetings while 
working within the accepted chain 
of command. Cook said he con- 
sidered teachers, as community 
members, to be the board’s con- 
stituents as well as teachers of 
the school system and, as such, 
he would expect to work with 
them as their representative. 

Board-Super Relations 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
asked how they viewed the re- 
lationship between the superin- 
tendent and the board and how 
the board might foster it? Cook 
replied the relationship should 
functionally be one of equals, 
with the board recognizing the 
superintendent’s responsibility to 
run the schools and the super- 
intendent recognizing the board 
represents the community. The 
board should work to that end 
and support the vision with re- 
gard to reform governance estab- 
lished by Superintendent William 
Hite and the current board. She 
said the superintendent must be 
held accountable while also being 
given the flexibility to undertake 
innovative programming. 

Citing the high turnover of 
school superintendents and other 
officials over the long incubation 
of the renovation of Greenbelt 
Middle School, Councilmember 
Ed Putens asked the candidates 
what traits they would want to 
see in a new Superintendent in 
the event that the current one left. 
Cook said that, with no criticism 
intended of Dr. Hite, he would 
want a superintendent who had a 
collaborative working style with 
teachers, principals and others. 
He said there has been a big 
turnover of principals and teach- 
ers recently and that it appears 
that Prince George’s is “hemor- 
rhaging teachers” and has become 
known as a training ground for 
teachers to move on to other 
counties. Higgins pointed to Dr. 
Hite’s graciousness, intelligence 
and creativity as being the kinds 
of attributes she would seek in 
a new superintendent if he were 
to leave. With regard to the 
turnover in principals cited by 
Cook, she said she thought the 
new principal appointments had 
been “absolutely wonderful” and 
that some of the changes were a 
“breath of fresh air.” 

Abby Crowley, a Greenbelt 
resident and former member of 
the Board of Education, com- 
mented she had found an impor- 
tant part of a board member’s job 
is to ask the right questions. She 
asked the candidates, “What are 
the right questions?” 

Cook replied experience had 
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taught him the need to tease out 
the truth from reports and to 
challenge bureaucrats to prove 
what they are saying. Higgins in- 
dicated her own approach would 
be to continue asking questions 
until she understood the matter at 
hand and to cross-check informa- 
tion with other offices or entities 
as needed to ensure consistency. 
Vocational Training 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling asked how the needs of 
students not planning to go on 
to college should be addressed? 
Higgins said that “we should do 
better” in this area and that she 
would support greater efforts to 
develop programs or partnerships. 
She said she knew the AFL-CIO 
had made unsuccessful offers to 
reach out to students who would 
benefit from more information 
about job training. Cook said 
there are 7,000 students in vo- 
cational programs in the schools. 
He said since a majority of the 
county, 70 percent, does not go 
on to college, it is critical to 
provide training for other needed 
jobs. 

Budget Cut Impacts 

Berwyn Heights Councilmem- 
ber Patricia Dennison asked how 
they would address the impact of 
budget issues, such as overcrowd- 
ed classrooms and furloughed 
teachers. Higgins described it as 
a “very sobering situation” with 
no easy answers. Fewer children 
in school meant less money com- 
ing to the county and that, while 
this year was the first year that 
budget cuts impacted the class- 
room, the board would have to

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make difficult decisions over the 
next few years on how to cut 
costs without any more damage 
than necessary to the classroom. 
Cook said that as a city coun- 
cilmember, he has had to make 
tough decisions on budgeting, not 
simply work within a budget he 
has been given, and that College 
Park has learned to live within its 
means. He believes the school 
system is top-heavy with admin- 
istrative staff and is doing too 
much outside contracting, which 
should be reduced so that funds 
can be pushed down to the stu- 
dent-teacher level. 
How to Improve 

Rita Raddich of Lanham, not- 
ing Prince George’s was at the 
bottom of the 24 school juris- 
dictions in the state, asked why 
this is the case and what the 
candidates would do to change 
it. Higgins said, “We need to 
be better, no question,” but she 
emphasized that the county was 
“not as bad” as its 24th place 
might imply. She said the con- 
text 1s that Maryland is ranked 
among the best in the nation so 
that the county is effectively to- 
ward the bottom of the highest 
ranking group. But, she said, 
the range of scores is not that 
great. Looking at the percentage 
of children who perform suc- 
cessfully, the highest ranking is 
at about the 94th percentile and 
Prince George’s is at about the 
80th percentile. She said what is 
needed to improve the schools is 
continued accountability of teach- 
ers and principals and greater 
involvement of parents and the 
community. Cook stated that 
75 percent of parents leave the 
county to go to work and thus 
spend long hours commuting. 
More jobs are needed within the 
county but the catch is, without 
better schools, the county can- 
not attract more companies. He 
stressed that the solution is to 
make the tough budgetary deci- 
sions needed to create the smaller 
classes that will permit improved 
education for children. He said, 
“Tt’s not that hard.”

Drop-Out Rate 

Alex Rodriguez, a Democratic 
Central Committee representative 
for the 47th Legislative District 
then spoke to ask what could be 
done about the drop-out rate. He 
said this has not been addressed 
by recent superintendents. AI- 
though the rate is 5.1 percent in 
Maryland, he said, in Bladensburg 
over the last four years it has been 
44 percent for African-American 
females and 52 percent for Af- 
rican-American males. He said 
there are grants available to help 
improve drop-out rates, particularly 
Gear-Up program funds, for which 
the county has never applied. 

Cook replied that even those 
who do graduate arrive at com- 
munity colleges with a need for 
remedial work. He said there 
must be programs at colleges to 
appeal to high school students and 
their parents and convince them 
of the value of a higher educa- 
tion. He added that reducing teen 
pregnancy would also help to keep 
female students in school. 

Higgins stated that the way to 
deal with drop-out rates is first 
to deal with truancy, which is 
the greatest predictor of both 
juvenile delinquency and drop- 
ping out. She said she has ex- 
perience running truancy groups 
through her office, particularly at 
Parkdale High School, and that 
they have had some success in 
working with rising 9th graders 
with prior truancy problems by 
contacting parents immediately if 
children were not in school. She 
emphasized, however, that simply 
getting the student back into the 
classroom is not enough and that 
serious effort must be made to 
get those students up to an ad- 
equate performance level for the 
class they are returning to. 

The forum concluded with 
brief wrap-up statements by the 
candidates and thanks from mod- 
erator Alla Lake to the candidates 
and the audience for their time 
and participation.

Works 
by three Greenbelt residents will 
be included — “Laura’s Dream” 
by Tiahna Nugent; “Onion” by 
Josh Headley; and “Ares The 
Cat,” “Splash!,” “Dufa n Fig- 
dud,” “The Dancing Cheese” and 
“Picki the Llama,” all by Eilean 
O’Brien. Other young animators 
whose works will be shown are 
Graig Bracey, Bradley Brown, 
Diamond Douglas, Sam Goldstein, 
Jan Knutson, Kayla Latham and 
Deonte Merritt. 

The KidVids program will also 
screen films produced for children 
by filmmakers from around the 
world. These include “Crav- 
ings,” an animated short about 
a determined little girl who has 
a craving for fresh food; “When 
Life Gives You Lemons,” about 
kids who find the sweet side of 
life at a lemonade stand; “Some- 
where to Skate in Silver Spring,” 


a youth-produced documentary 
about the benefits of skateparks; 
“Be Good to Eddie Lee,” about a 
girl’s friendship with a boy with 
Down’s Syndrome; “Planet You,” 
a look at the microscopic creatures 
that live on each of us; and “Find- 
ing My Magic,” an animated short 
from Australia created to help 
kids build self-esteem, assertive- 
ness and confidence in making 
good decisions and overcoming 
bullying. 

The GAVA/GATE Animation 
Program, which is co-produced by 
the Greenbelt Association for the 
Visual Arts and Greenbelt Access 
Television, provides year round 
instruction for 10 to 18 years olds 
at GATE’s studios in the Greenbelt 
Community Center.
